Fleeing From Problem

Youngest Only 8 


The youngest h a b i t u a l 


runaway currently is a boy of 7 
or 8 years, who is often gone 
from his, home "for days," ac- 
cording to Mrs. Roper. "He 
stays anyplace . . . with friends, 
at filling stations. He hangs 
around laundromats. He has no 
fears." she said. 


While about 90% of the 


youngsters, particularly those 
Under 15. stay around the Lin- 
coln area, more are going farther 


away than in years past. In an 
age where two Lincoln teens can 
hitchhike to California in only 
two days, more of the runaways 
are "going clear to Timbuktu," 
said Mrs. Roper. 


The length ot time a runaway 


stays away from home is also in- 
creasing, the police and proba- 
tion office workers feel. 


Used To Return Sooner 


"It used to be that if they got 


nungary or cold they went 
home," explained Mrs. Roper. 
Some still do. like the boy who. 
paying no attention to the 
weather, set out in a blizzard this 
winter. He walked one mile, 
called his probation officer and 
said. "Come get me: I'm cold." 


But using older friends' 


apartments, hiding in basement 
rec-rooms and moving from one 
place to the next, many of those 
runaways who stay in Lincoln 
effectively evade the police or 
probation officers for days Sr 
weeks, said Mrs. Roper. 


"We often stay two minutes 


behind them." admitted two 
juvenile probation officers. 


But they warn that adults who 


harbor a runaway can face mis- 
demeanor or felony charges with 
penalites of from one to seven 
years for the felony and a six- 
month sentence and/or fines of 
$100 to $500 for the mis- 
demeanor conviction.

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Skylab Cooling Off 


Experiments 
Are Planned 
For Monday 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) — 


Temperatures dropped steadily Sunday in the 
Skylab space station, now shaded by a partially 
deployed parasol. Three astronauts started moving 
into the space cabin that will be their home for 
weeks. 


"There's no doubt about it, the temperatures 


have come down in a lot of places," said the 
pleased Skylab 1 commander, Charles Conrad Jr., 
after a Sunday morning tour of the 118-foot-long 
space station. 


Conrad and his crewmates, Paul J. Weitz and Dr. 


Joseph P. Kerwin, installed the sunshade on the 
overheated space station late Saturday night, and 
officials said the temperatures Sunday were "like 
Phoenix on a warm sunny day." 


"Of course there is still a lot of heat inside here 


but it feels pretty good down around the 
bedrooms," Conrad reported. He said there were 
"some local hot spots" on one side where the 
umbrella-like sun shade failed to completely 
straighten out. 


Temperatures which had soared to more than 125 


inside the unshaded space workshop started drop- 
ping almost immediately after the astronauts pop- 
ped the umbrella device into place. Readings 
dropped five degrees in the firsMour hours and 
some gauges were reading as low as 95 to 98 
degrees by the time the crew awoke. 


Skylab, the world's largest spacecraft and the es- 


sential element in America's new $2.6 billion space 
program, began overheating shortly afer blastoff 
May 14. A solar shield on the outside of the craft 
ripped away during launch, allowing its naked hull 
to soak up solar heat. Shards of the shield also 
ripped one solar power panel and jammed the 
other, cutting the station's electrical power by half. 


Launch of the Skylab 1 crew was delayed 10 days 


to permit fabrication of some type of sunshade for 
the station. After the launch Friday, the astronauts 
tried unsuccessfully to free the jammed solar pan- 
el. Four other panels, fanning out from the station 
like the blades of a windmill, continue to operate as 
planned. 


Conrad. Kerwin and Weitz slept aboard the com-

mand ship on their second night in space, but 
planned to move into their private bedroom- 
alcoves on the space station Sunday night. They 
eagerly bounded out of bed Sunday morning after 
only five hours sleep, with Conrad announcing, 
"we're going to have a quick breakfast and get with 
it." 


He said he was anxious to get onto the planned 


schedule of getting up at 7 a m. EDT and to bed at 
11 p m. 


The men worked through the day putting the 


space cabin in shape. They unloaded equipment 
that had been stored m boxes and installed duct 
work to help the circulation of the oxygen-nitrogen 
atmosphere. 


Officials said the parasol sunshade, which 


wrinkled slightly during its deployment and tailed 
to expand to its full 22-by-24-foot size, may 
straighten out by itself when the sun's heat causes 
it to expand. 


Skylab program director William C Schneider 


said there was still a possibility that the crew would 


deploy another solar shade before the 28-da\ mis- 
sion was over The crew carried two other types ot 
sun shields 


Conrad. Weitz and Kerwin frolicked through 


their movmg-in chores, delighted with the ease ot 
working in weightlessness 


A short television view beamed from the space 


station showed the astronauts flying trom one point 
to another inside the space station, which has the 
volume and room of a 1.600-square-foot three- 
bedroom home.

ADC Population Becoming Workers

The Lancaster County Aid to Dependent 


Children (ADC) population is becoming more of a 
working group than the general population of 
women, according to James Carroll of the Lan- 
caster County welfare office. 


Carroll said there are now 59% registered for 


the Work Incentive (WIN) program who are 
working as compared to 51% of the general popula- 
tion of women who are working, according to Cen- 
sus Bureau figures. 


Carroll attributes this increase to the WIN 


program which requires that all persons who are 
not exempted for various reasons must register for 
the program in order to receive ADC benefits. 


According to information obtained through the 


required registration for the WIN program, during 
the month of April. 45.7% of those registered were 
employed while 349% of those exempted from 
registration were employed for an overall 39% total 
employment of the ADC recipients 


In March, the number of employed who were 


registered reached the 49% level. 


Carroll explained that employment under the 


program is defined as equal to or more than 84 
hours per month at a minimum wage of $1.60 per 
hour gross earned income. 


He said few of the ADC recipients who are 


employed are working less than full time In fact, 
he said, during February of this year 89% were 
working more than 40 hours per week. 


Registration Reguired 


Carroll and Welfare Director J. Earle Trabert 


point out that a considerable increase in informa- 
tion is made available to that office through the 
WIN registration which was required beginning 
July 1, 1972. 


However, about one-third of the ADC 


recipients are exempt from the registration if they 
have at least one child under 6 years of age, are 
physically or mentally incapacitated or have 
someone else in the home for whom they have to 
provide care, such as an ill spouse or aged parent. 


Carroll said that the figures show that two out 


of three ADC families take advantage of the food 
stamp program but one-third don't feel that it pays 
them to participate because they don't spend that 
much of their income on food. 


Contrary to the feeling that ADC mothers con- 


tinue to have more children to remain in the 
program. Trabert and Carroll note that the average 
ADC family is 3.3 people or 2.3 children. 


"I never met a mother on ADC who wants to 


be on ADC." Carroll said, pointing out that the 
ADC population is a transient population which 
gets on the program for a time until it is possible 
for them to help themselves and then they leave. 


Average Number Was 1,412 


During the fiscal year 1971-72, Carroll said the 


average number of people on ADC for the year was 
1.412 and during the dourse of that year, 1,041 par- 
ticipants left the program. 


Of the total ADC population in Lancaster 


County, 87% are white, 8% black, 3% Indian and 
the remaining 2% of other races. 


The figures compiled by the welfare office for 


April show that over half or 53V, of the total ADC 
population has been on welfare for one year or less 
with 40' i on welfare for six months or less 


Of this total, the mean for those registered for 


the WIN program is 7 1 months 


The figures for April also show that more than 


half have been unemployed for six months or less 
with 58r'r of those registered for WIN unemployed 
six months or less and 46 7', of those exempted 
trom the program That makes a total of 51 '/< of the 
total ADC population being unemployed six 
months or less. 


Health Facilities Need Approval 
Before Services Are Extended

Legislation requiring health 


facilities to demonstrate need 
before any expansion of services 
can occur has been bogged down 
in the Unicameral. but new 
federal regulations have been 
drawn up having much the same 
effect.

Failure bv a health care facili- 


ty to receive prior approval 
could cause the federal govern- 
ment to withhold or reduce 
federal financial assistance. 


The regulations also require 


prior approval for an institution 
to expand or create new 
departments or services. 


The purpose of the regulations 


is to insure that health care in- 
stitutions have the capacity to 
meet the local needs but dc not 
add to the high cost of health 
care by duplicating services at 
other hospitals or creating a sur- 
plus of beds. 


Gov. J. James Exon has 


designated 
the 
Health 


Department's Division of 
Hospital and Medical Facilities 
as the administrator of the 
program.

stitution should be allowed to ex- 
pand, the Health Department 
will have to take into considera- 
tion hospital statistical reports 
giving occupancy

evaluations by the division of 
standards and licensing and the 
state fire marshal, the proposal's

ADC Population Becoming Workers

The Lancaster Cou nty Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) popu lation is becoming more of a 
working grou p than the general popu lation of 
women, according to James Carroll of the Lan­ 
caster Cou nty welfare office. 
Carroll said there are now 59% registered for 
the Work Incentiv e (WIN) program who are 
working as compared to 51% of the general popu la­ 
tion of women who are working, according to Cen­ 
su s Bu reau figu res. 


Carro ll attributes this increase to the WIN 
pro g ram which requires that all perso ns who are 
no t ex empted fo r v ario us reaso ns must reg ister fo r 
the pro g ram in o rder to receiv e ADC benefits. 


According to information obtained throu gh the 
requ ired registration for the WIN program, du ring 
the month of April. 45.7% of those registered were 
employ ed while 34.9% of those ex empted from 
registration were employ ed for an ov erall 39% total 
employ ment of the ADC recipients. 
In March, the nu mber of employ ed who were 
registered reached the 497o lev el. 
Carroll ex plained that employ ment u nder the 
program is defined as equ al to or more than 8 4 
hou rs per month at a minimu m wage of $1.60 per 
hou r gross earned income. 
He said few of the ADC recipients who are 
employ ed are working less than fu ll time. In fact, 
he said, du ring Febru ary of this y ear 8 9% were 
working more than 40 hou rs per week. 
Reg istratio n Reg uired 
Carroll and Welfare Director J. Earle Trabert 
point ou t that a considerable increase in informa­ 
tion is made av ailable to that office throu gh the 
WIN registration which was requ ired beginning 
Ju ly 1, 1972. 


Ho wev er, abo ut o ne-third o f the ADC 


recipients are ex empt fro m the reg istratio n if they 
hav e at least o ne child under 6 y ears o f ag e, are 
phy sically o r mentally incapacitated o r hav e 
so meo ne else in the ho me fo r who m they hav e to 
pro v ide care, such as an ill spo use o r ag ed parent. 
Carroll said that the figu res show that two ou t 
of three ADC families take adv antage of the food 
stamp program bu t one-third don’t feel that it pay s 
them to participate becau se they don’t spend that 
mu ch of their income on food. 
Contrary to the feeling that ADC mothers con­ 
tinu e to hav e more children to remain in the 
program, Trabert and Carroll note that the av erage 
AIK: family is 3.3 people or 2.3 children. 
“I nev er met a mother on ADC who wants to 
be on ADC, ” Carroll said, pointing ou t that the 
ADC popu lation is a transient popu lation which 
gets on the program for a time u ntil it is possible 
for them to help themselv es and then they leav e. 
Av erag e Number Was 1,4 12 
Du ring the fiscal y ear 1971-72, Carroll said the 
av erage nu mber of people on ADC for the y ear was 
1.412 and du ring the dou rse of that y ear, 1,041 par­ 
ticipants left the program. 


Of the to tal ADC po pulatio n in Lancaster 
Co unty , 87%) are white, 8 % black, 3 % Indian and 
the remaining 2%> o f o ther races. 


The figu res compiled by the welfare office for 
April show that ov er half or 53% of the total ADC 
popu lation has been on welfare for one y ear or less 
with 40% on welfare for six months or less. 
Of this total, the mean for those registered for 
the WIN program is 7.1 months. 
The figu res for April also show that more than 
half hav e been u nemploy ed for six months or less 
with 58 % of those registered for WIN u nemploy ed 
six months or less and 46.7% of those ex empted 
from the program. That makes a total of 
òV'/, of the 
total ADC popu lation being u nemploy ed six 
months or less.

The American people in recent years have become very 


conscious of the conservation of natural resources. 
Excessive use of gasoline is now the thing that everyone 
seems to want to stop and it must be admitted that most of 
us are not too saving in this regard. 


But if you looked at all the extravagance of the 


American people, you would 
see billions of dollars that 


could be saved. In the past month, one of the social welfare 
agencies passed out big paper sacks in which households 
were asked to place garments no longer in use. 


The bags would then be picked up by Boy Scouts and the 


old clothing put to good use by the agency. This event, an 
annual thing, always sends a lot of families scurrying 
through the cedar closet, the attic or wherever else dis- 
carded clothing might be kept. 


Such searches are also somewhat of a historic thing, a 


kind of reliving of the past. There, good as new, are the 
trousers you bought your son for his graduation from high 
school. Two years later he has worn them once or twice and 
the original crease is still in the legs'. 


But the boy, unfortunately, has grown three to five in- 


ches in the meantime and added weight to his frame. There 
•being no younger boy to pass the trousers on to, it is off to 
'the Goodwill or Salvation Army with them. 


And that is only the beginning. More than one pair of 


trousers can be unearthed. 
Along with the trousers are 


jeans, jackets, shirts, coats, dresses, suits and a wide variety 
of clothing for both boys and girls. A good smattering of 
girls shoes will also likely be found. 


* 
Much of the apparel, of course, brings back fond 


memories of such things as graduations, confirmations, for- 
mal dances, Easter Sundays of years past, weddings, etc. 
One does not go through this kind of sorting out without 
wondering where the years have gone. 


Nor does one go through it without some feeling of 


hopelessness or frustration. In all the clothing that can no 
longer be used is a small fortune in the initial cost of acquisi- 
tion. Depending upon how well you keep things cleaned up 
at your house, such a sorting out might produce several hun- 
dred dollars worth of clothing, based on the price of the ar- 
ticles when new. 


When you haul the stuff off to the deposit centers, you 


are in for another big impression. The little sheds set out by 
Goodwill and the Army do a thriving business. 


It is not unusual to see them bulging with clothing and 


assorted other things. It is not surprising to find them so full 
that your own goods must be literally squeezed into the 
sheds. 


* 
Just looking at what is on top of the heap will show you 


such things as electric fans, other small appliances, pillows, 
Ulankets, pictures, clothes hangers, stuffed animals and a 
host of other things in addition to mountains of clothing. 


We havo no doubt that a lot of this stuff turns out to be 


little more than junk but much of it, too, is probably close to 
good as new. It may be a little out of style, in the case of 
clothing, but it is as serviceable as the day it was bought. 


Hopefully, some good use is made of those things that 


still have some value but for the original purchaser, they 
represent a nearly total loss of their price. When it conies to 
real frugality, the American people, for the most part, don't 
know the meaning of the word. 


You may shed a tear when you send that $25 sports 


jacket off to the Goodwill but it won't be the last such 
experience you will have.

Topic Debated 
Since Beginning 


Washington — Sen. Mike 


Manstield (D Mont) would like 
to ban the solgan. "Four More 
Years." from all future 
presidential campaigns. Presi- 
dent Nixon, who rode to re- 
election under that banner last 
November, wouldn't mind in the 
least. What's going on here? 


The answer is, not much. The 


President suggested at a White 
House meeting of congressional 
leaders on May 15 that a single 
six-term tor presidents be given 
serious 
consideration. 


Manstield, who attended the 
meeting, introduced a proposed 
constitutional amendment to 
that eftect the \er> next day. 


This hardly was a case of 


Manstield s knuckling under to 
presidential pressure He and 
Sen George D Aiken (R Vt ) 
ha\e been trying for years to 
drum up support for a six-year- 
term amendment The last 
hearings on the subject were 
held by the Senate constitutional 
rights subcommittee in 1971. 


Mansfield and Aiken are 


relatively recent converts to the 
six-year-term cause At least five 
p r e s i d e n t s 
— J a c k s o n . 


Buchanan. Hayes, and the two 
Johnsons 
- arc on record as 


tavonng the idea Aiken main- 
tains that the proposal, if 
adopted, would "allow president 
to make decisions free from the 
temptation of political expedien- 
cy 
and permit him "him to 


wear at all times his presidential 
hat and forget for awhile that he 
also owns a politicians hat." 


Nonsense, retorts Washington 
Star-News columnist Smith 
Hempstone. Even under a six- 


year term, Hempstone contends, 
"the president would remain 
titular head of his party and the 
struggle would only be refocused 
on the question of his 
succession."

Louis W. Koenig 
noted in his book, "The Chief 
Executive," that the framers of 
the Constitution considered "at 
successive junctures . . . a term 
first of seven, then of six, and 
finally of four years." They ul- 
timately agreed upon a four-year 
term, with indefinite eligibility, 
because they assumed that 
George Washington would 
become the first president and 
would willingly serve the rest of 
his days 


Washington, though, declined 


to run for a third term and ther- 
by established the two-term- 
limit tradition that survived until 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's second 
re-election in 1940. Thomas 
Jefferson, in announcing his 
decision to withdraw after a se- 
cond term, argued that in- 
definite eligibility would 
transform the office, although it 
was "nomially elective," into a 
lifetime post, and make it 
"degenerate into an in- 
heritance " 


The 22nd Amendment to the 


Constitution, limiting all 
presidents since Trurnan to a 
maximum of two full terms, was 
d e s c r i b e d by Koenig as 
"posthumous revenge against 
Franklin Roosevelt." Many 
students of government believe 
that the amendment should be 
repealed. It "does not belong in 
the Constitution," says David S. 
Broder of The Washington Post.

Room For Gladness 


If Memorial Day is meant to commemorate the 


nation's war dead, it can also, this year, serve as a 
time to celebrate the return of the living victims of 
America's latest war — those who were imprisoned 
or suffered otherwise in Southeast Asia. 


Traditional Memorial Day observations in re- 


cent years have been overshadowed by the fact of a 
nation in conflict abroad while divided at home. 
The act of honoring the memory of those who 
fought and died to protect the ideals of freedom 
and democracy in past wars lost some of its 
meaning because the war that raged across the 
Pacific in Vietnam made little sense to most of a 
new generation of Americans and not a few of the 
older generation. 


This is not to defame or diminish the sacrifices 


of those who fought in Vietnam; it is only to 
recognize that many Americans felt the sacrifices 
to be a tragic waste. 


But sacrifice should not be politicized. It is en- 


tirely proper in the context of Memorial Day that 
people pay homage to it regardless of Itheir 
opinions of the reasons Americans were called to 
duty. 


Last Memorial Day the future of the Vietnam 


war and the fate fo U.S. servicemen imprisoned 
because of it were in doubt. 
Both sides were 


paradoxically bargaining for an end to the 
hostilities by increasing the pressure and the 
prisoners were the pawns in the middle. 


This Memorial Day finds most American 


military personnel, including the prisoners of war, 
home from Indochina. Why they were not home 
sooner is not to be argued today. 


On a solemn occasion, the Vietnam war dead 


will take their places in our memory next to earlier 
soldiers. The contributions of the living will be 
recognized, too. And for their sake, there is room 
for gladness.

Paris — The odd thing about 


developing Soviet-American 
relationships is that although the 
threat of hot war is over, the 
cold war about finished, and an 
era of commercial convergence 
apparently unfolding, ideological 
convergence isn't even remotely 
on the horizon. 


Russis no longer boasts, as 


Khrushchev used to brag, that it 
is going to bury the United 
States. But neither — in any 
sense — does it intend to move 
toward our political and 
philosophical concepts. 


Nor can America, for that 


matter, reverse its own 
ideological position one jot. 
There seems slight prospect, 
therefore, that the U.S. govern- 
ment is in a mood to guarantee 
private concerns against con- 
ceivable losses resulting from 
ventures in the U S.S R. 


These enterprises must stand 


on their own feet and fend for 
themselves without the kind of 
insurance occasionally granted 
by Washington to companies in- 
vesting in underdeveloped 
Africa or Asia. 


This, one m i g h t say, 


represents a healthy at- 
mosphere. When Brezhnev visits 
President Nixon, he will un- 
doubtedly seek eventual status 
for Fussia as a "most favored" 
trading nation. And, as chairman 


of the board for every con- 
ceivable Soviet enterprise — all 
are run by the state — he will 
offer inducements to private 
US. business, investment and 
know-how. But all of this must 
find its commercial, not 
philosophical, level.

Czechoslovakia, our European 
allies have relished the easement 
in international strains but have 
also feared its repercussions on 
North Atlantic security. They 
recognize that American public 
and political opinion urges a 
smaller U.S commitment here. 


And, since there are really no 


West European defense in- 
stitutions — only Atlantic in- 
stitutions — there is cause for 
alarm. This :s one reason for

"the twin pillars of a revived and 
reinvigorated Atlantic Alliance." 


Washington's intention, one 


may speculate, is to encourage 
crowth of West European 
defense institutions — plus 
political unity. And this inten- 
tion could have inspired Presi- 
dent Nixon to cancel earlier 
objections to London's passing 
on to Paris nuclear secrets 
derived from the United States.

He indicated, instead, that he

Amnesty Urged By Catholic Leaders 


NEW YORK (AP> — Leaders

brothers, said the amnesty 
should apply to all evaders of 
military service, whether in 
prison, underground or in exile. 


Amnesty, the statement noted, 


does not mean "forgiving," nor 
does it mean a judgment that 
condemns nor condones, but "is 
simply an act of 'forgetting.' a 
wiping clean of the slate, an 
overlooking of any past legal 
transgression. 


"If it is to be a true forgetting, 


the amnesty must not impose 
any penalizing conditions, such 
as alternative service or recor- 
ding the facts of the case in 
public records. Any penalizing 
conditions would not heal divi- 
sion nor restore harmony to the 
nation." 


The Rev 
Paul Boyle, of 


Chicago, president of the con- 
ference, said the appeal is being 
communicated directly to Presi- 
dent Nixon and all members of 
Congress. 


"After a decade of bitter dis-

Dep ending u p on how well y ou k eep things cleaned u p 
at y ou r hou se, su ch a sorting ou t might p rodu ce sev eral hu n­ 
dred dollars worth of clothing, based on the p rice of the ar­ 
ticles when new.

Ju st look ing at what is on top of the heap will show y ou 
su ch things as electric fans, other small ap p liances, p illows, 
blank ets, p ictu res, clothes hangers, stu ffed anim als and a 
host of other things in addition to m ou ntains of clothing. 
We hav e no dou bt that a lot of this stu ff tu rns ou t to be 
little m ore than ju nk bu t mu ch of it. too, is p robably close to 
good as new. It may be a little ou t of sty le, in the case of 
clothing, bu t it is as serv iceable as the day it was bou ght. 


Hop efu lly , som e good u se is m ade of those things that 
still hav e some v alu e bu t for the original p u rchaser, they 
rep resent a nearly total loss of their p rice.

heritance." 
The 22nd Amendment to the 
Constitu tion, limiting all 
p residents since Tru man to a 
max imu m of two fu ll terms, was 
d e s c r i be d by Koenig as

that the amendment shou ld be 
rep ealed.

Paris — The odd thing abou t 
dev elop ing Sov iet-American 
relationship s is that althou gh the 
threat of hot war is ov er, the 
cold war abou t, finished, and an 
era of commercial conv ergence 
ap p arently u nfolding, ideological 
conv ergence isn’t ev en remotely 
on the horizon. 


Ru ssis no longer boasts, as 
Khru shchev u sed to brag, that it 
is going to bu ry the United 
States. Bu t neither — in any 
sense ~ does it intend to mov e 
t oward ou r p olitical and 
l^ilosop hical concep ts. 


Nor can America, for that 
m a t t e r , r e v e r s e its own 
ideological p osition one jot. 
There seems slight p rosp ect, 
therefore, that the U.S. gov ern­ 
ment is in a mood to gu arantee 
p riv ate concerns against con­ 
ceiv able losses resu lting from 
v entu res in the U.S.S.R. 
These enterp rises mu st stand 
on their owm feet and fend for 
themselv es withou t the k ind of 
insu rance occasionally granted 
by Washington to comp anies in­ 
v esting in u nderdev elop ed 
Africa or Asia.

Nex t month’s Ru sso-American 
big dealing concerns many other 
cou ntries. West Eu rop e, already 
confu sed by the imp lications of 
Henry Kissinger’s su ggestion of 
a new "A tlantic C harter," 
worries that its increasingly 
tenu ou s relationship s with North 
America may be come ev en 
fu rther strained. 


Since detente set in after the 
1963 Cu ba confrontation, a 
detente only p artially in­ 
terru p ted by Vietnam and tem- 
p or a r i l y 
f r u s t r a t e d 
by 
Czechoslov ak ia, ou r Eu rop ean 
allies hav e relished the easement 
in international strains bu t hav e 
also feared its rep ercu ssions on 
North Atlantic secu rity . They 
recognize that American p u blic 
and p olitical op inion u rges a 
smaller U.S. commitment here. 
And, since there are really no 
West Eu rop ean defense in­ 
stitu tions — only Atlantic in­ 
stitu tions — there is cau se for 
alarm. This is one reason for 
British Prime Minister Heath’s 
insistence on reaffirmation of 


"the twin p illars of a rev iv ed and 
reinv igorated Atlantic Alliance." 
. 
Washington’s intention, one 
may sp ecu late, is to encou rage 
crowth of West E u rop ean 
defense institu tions — p lu s 
p olitical u nity . And this inten­ 
tion cou ld hav e insp ired Presi­ 
dent Nix on to cancel earlier 
objections to London’s p assing 
on to Paris nu clear secrets 
deriv ed from the United States. 
Clearly that owu ld mak e less dif­ 
ficu lt the concep t of a p ooled 
Anglo-French atomic force held 
in tru st for Eu rop e; bu t it is still 
a distant p rosp ect.

Brezhnev ’s main adv antage in 
Washington is that ev ery one 
k nows the Ru ssians are ac­ 
cu stomed to link age of u nrelated 
bargains, giv ing here and tak ing 
there, for the sak e of an ov er-all 
deal. The Eu rop ean Commu nity , 
which has y et to dev elop a u n­ 
ified p olitical p olicy , doesn’t lik e 
su ch concep ts of link age. It has 
made this clear by div isiv e 
recep tion of Kissinger’s su gges­ 
tion. 


Bu t no su ch inhibitions en­ 
cu mber Brezhnev . He is ready to 
discu ss, in retu rn for what he 
considers adeq u at e trade 
benefits, limits on Ru ssian aid to 
North Vietnam, accep tance of 
v alid nu clear p arity , and mu tu al 
and balanced troop cu ts in Gen-

tral Eu rop e, p aring both 
and Sov iet strength there. 
The last p oint is dou ble-edged. 
A redu ction in ov erseas gar­ 
r isons wou ld be widely 
welcomed by American op inion. 
Yet it might worry a West 
Eu rop e that is not itself ready to 
mak e u p the difference. And it 
wou ld frighten the Chinese, who 
assu me that any Ru ssian 
div isions leav ing East Germany 
are lik ely to show u p later in 
East Siberia. 
T he t r ou bl e, from ou r 
President’s v iewp oint, is that the 
atmosp here is not p rop itiou s for 
bargaining. Ev ery one k nows 
that the Ru ssians need economic 
and technological help , and that 
Moscow is p rep ared to negotiate 
a p ack age, sp eak ing with one 
monolithic v oice.

This is not the case for Com­ 
mon Mark et Eu rop e, whose 
comp onents hav e all been 
mak ing their p riv ate deals with 
the U.S.S.R., bu t whose coor­ 
dinated p olitical entity doesn’t 
y et ex ist.

He indicated, instead, that he 
will hit back at his accu .sers.

The "p rincip al 
objectiv e” of the "anti-war 
leaders,” he warned ominou sly , 
was to disru p t the Rep u blican 
conv ention and to defeat Presi­ 
dent Nix on. 
" T h e disru p tion of the 
R e p u bl i c a n 
c onv e nt i on 
rep resents the final p hase of a 
three-p hase p rogram designed to 
defeat President Nix on in the 
197 2 p residential election,” 
declared the intelligence 
analy sis. 
“Phase One was the Peop le’s 
Grand Ju ry Demonstration held 
in Washington, 
D.C., on Oc­ 
tober 25, 1971. Phase Two will 
consist of indiv idu als following 
President Nix on’s camp aign 
arou nd the cou ntry u rging his 
defeat. 


"Phase Hiree consists of a 
p lan to hav e 500,000 to one 
m illion p eop le attend the 
Rep u blican National Conv ention 
in an attemp t to deny President 
Nix on the Rep u blican Party 
nomination." 


The conv ention then was 
schedu led to be held in San 
Diego, and the analy sis q u oted a 
confidential FBI sou rce as 
rep orting the disru p ters “hav e 
secu red ap p rox imately 3.000 
gu ns (small arms of v ariou s 
descrip tions) and are eq u ip p ing 
sev eral tru ck s with armor 
p lating.” It was a rep ort, 
howev er, that cou ldn’t be 
v erified. 


The conv ention later was 
mov ed to Miami where, accor­ 
ding to the confidential rep orts. 
2.082 crack p aratroop ers from 
the 8 2nd Airborne Div ision were 
disp atched in case the p olice and 
National Gu ard cou ldn't handle 
the anticip ated v iolence. 


.An 
anx iou s (’ommu nity 
Relations Serv ice task force, 
which was also sent to .Miami to 
q u iet tensions, “met with the 
Commanding General of the 
8 2nd Airbor ne Div ision, 
ex p lained the CRS role and in­ 
dicated some of the CRS con­ 
c erns if the military is 
dep loy ed.” 


The daily crisis rep orts sent 
back to the Ju stice Dep artment 
from both the Democratic and 
Re p u bl i c an conv entions, 
howev er, showed that only a 
handfu l of agitators went to 
Miami with v iolence in mind. 
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Ty p ical was this rep ort on the 
ev e of the GOP conv ention: "At 
p resent there no major in­ 
dications of p roblems. We hav e 
made initial contact with of­ 
ficials and commu nity grou p s. 
From these initial meetings, 
there is an indication that there 
will be minimal or no inv olv e­ 
ment of minority commu nity 
grou p s. The p rotesting grou p s 
intend to k eep things non­ 
v iolent. . .’’ 


Mardian’s nightmare nev er 
materialized.

It could help 
solve the doctor shortages in 
rural areas.

Total cost of the 
midway and parking area im- 
provements was $201,278.67. 


Once the Coliseum is in use

Fertilizer supplies are tight in 


some areas, however, there is no 
reason to expect a major yield 
reduction due to plant food shor- 
tages at this time. 


With adequate rain, adequate 


fuel and a little luck we ought to 
produce a record crop of what 
and feed grains. 


The market can be expected to 


react to every report of weather 
problems and shortages of fuel, 
fertilizer and 
transportation 


oroblems.

Washington — Congressional 


farm leaders appear close to 
agreement on proposals to set up 
a new long-term conservation 
and environmental protection 
subsidy program, coupling it 
with land treatment subsidies 
aimed at providing millions of 
acres in new or improved sanc- 
tuaries for wildlife. 


Part of the new program has 


already been written into an om- 
nibus farm bill approved recent- 
ly by the Senate Agriculture 
Committee and expected to 
reach the Senate floor in early 
June. 


The bill includes provisions 


under which farmers could be 
given payments to cover part of 
the cost of installing a "wildlife 
habitat" on acres idled, or "set 
aside" under crop support 
programs. 


61 addition to this, however, 


members of a House agriculture 
subcommittee discussed adding 
a further section to the bill when 
their version is drafted soon. The 
additional section would 
authorize government payments 
to landowners installing ap- 
proved conservation and similar 
measures under contracts run- 
ning from three to 10 years. 


In some respects, bakers of 


the plan say it would be replace- 
ment for the $200 million a year 
Rural Environmental Assistance 
Program (REAP), covering an- 
nual conservation subsidies for 
rural landowners, which Presi- 
dent Nixon unilaterally shelved 
last December by freezing all ap- 
propriated funds. 


But the new plan, tailored to 


emphasize long-term conserva- 
tion measures, antipollution 
protection and wildlife benefits, 
is designed — backers say — to 
avoid many of the criticisms 
.aimed at the annual conserva- 
tion payments. 


A preliminary draft of the new 


House plan indicates it would 
work this way: 


First, an eligible landowner 


would develop a plan of farm 
operation or land use built 


around approved practices of 
soil conservation, preservation 
of wetlands, contribution to 
flood control, improved wildlife 
habitats, or other measures. The 
Soil Conservation Service could 
assist in developing detailed 
operating plans. 


Then, the landowner would 


contract with the Agriculture 
Department to cany out the ap- 
proved plan on a fixed schedule. 
In return, the department would 
pay him part of the cost of any 
practices rated as eligible for 
subsidy by the secretary of 
agriculture. In addition to cash, 
the government could furnish in- 
kind aid including seeds, trees, 
plants, fertilizer and lime. 


A House subcommittee on 


conservation, headed by Chair- 
man W. R. Poage, D-Tex.. of the 
full House Agriculture Com- 
mittee, is scheduled to meet this . 
week to discuss refinements and- 
final provisions of the conserva- 
tion proposal. If the subcom- 
mittee agrees on the plan, as 
expected, Poage said he intends 
to insert it into the omnibus 
farm bill within a few weeks. 


Senate aides, meanwhile, said 


a similar provision probably will 
be written into their farm bill on 
the Senate floor in early June.

The nation's milk production 


for April was 10.5 billion pounds, 
down 1.5% from the same 
month last year. 


Production per cow continues 


to rise, up 4 pounds per cow per 
month over last year, but the 
number of dairy cows is drop- 
ping fast. 


The high cost of operating a 


dairy is a factor as is the fact that 
beef farming requires less labor 
than dairy farming. It also 
requires a lot fewer dollars in 
expensive equipment 


Efforts by the government to 


import butter, cheese, dry milk 
powder and other dairy products 
are discouraging many dairy 
farmers from making the ad- 
ditional investments being 
demanded by city milk inspec- 
tors. 


These investments add to the 


cost of producing milk but 
seldom if ever add to the amount 


of milk produced.

Washington — Congressional 
farm leaders ap p ear close to 
agreement on p rop osals to set u p 
a new long-term conserv ation 
and env ironmental p rotection 
su bsidy p rr^ram, cou p ling it 
with iand treatment su bsidies 
aimed at p rov iding millions of 
acres in new or imp rov ed sanc­ 
tu aries for wildlife. 
Part of the new p rogram has 
already been written into an om­ 
nibu s farm bill ap p rov ed recent­ 
ly by the Senate Agricu ltu re 
Com mittee and ex p ected to 
reach the Senate floor in early 
Ju ne. 


The bill hclu des p rov isions 
u nder which farmers cou ld be 
giv en p ay ments to cov er p art of 
the cost of installing a ^‘wildlife 
habitat’* on acres idled, or ‘‘set 
aside” u nder crop su p p ort 
p rograms. 


In addition to this, howev er, 
members of a Hou se agricu ltu re 
su bcommittee discu ssed adding 
a fu rther section to the bill when 
their v ersion is drafted soon. The 
a d d itiona l se c tion w ou ld 
au th(» rize gov ernment p ay ments 
to landowners installing ap ­ 
p rov ed conserv ation and similar 
measu res u nder contracts ru n­ 
ning from three to 10 y ears. 
In some resp ects, bakers of 
the p lan say it wou ld be rep lace­ 
ment for the $200 million a y ear 
Ru ral Env ironmental Assistance 
Program (REAP), cov ering an­ 
nu al conserv ation su bsidies for 
ru ral landowners, which Presi­ 
dent Nix on u nilaterally shelv ed 
last December by freezing all ap ­ 
p rop riated fu nds. 


Bu t the new p lan, tailored to 
emp hasize long-term conserv a­ 
tion measu res, antip ollu tion 
p rotection and wildlife benefits, 
is designed — backers say ^ to 
av oid many of the criticisms 


p rodu ce a record crop of what 
and feed grains. 
The market can be ex p ected to 
react to ev ery rep ort of weather 
p roblems and shortages of fu el, 
fertilizer and transp ortation 
oroblems. 


A p reliminary draft of the new 
Hou se p lan indicates it wou ld 
work this way : 
First, an eligible landowner 
wou ld dev elop a p lan of farm 
op eration or land u se bu ilt 


arou nd ap p rov ed p ractices of 
soil con.serv ation, p reserv ation 
of wetlands, contribu tion to 
flood control, imp rov ed wildlife 
habitats, or other measu res. The 
Soil Conserv ation Serv ice cou ld 
assist in dev elop ing detailed 
op erating p lans. 


Then, the landowner wou ld 
contract with the Agricu ltu re 
Dep artment to carry ou t the ap ­ 
p rov ed p lan on a fix ed schedu le. 
In retu rn, the dep artment wou ld 
p ay him p art of the cost of any 
p ractices rated as eligible for 
su bsidy by the secretary of 
agricu ltu re. In addition to ca.sh, 
the gov ernment cou ld fu rnish in- 
kin(l aid inclu ding seeds, trees, 
p lants, fertilizer and lime. 


A Hou se su bcom m ittee on 
consenation. headed by Chair­ 
man W R. Poiige. D-Tex ., of the 
fu ll Hou se Agricu ltu re Com­ 
mittee. IS schedu led to meet this 
week to discu .ss refinements and 
final p rov isions of the conserv a­ 
tion p rop osal. If the su bcom­ 
mittee agrees on the p lan, as 
ex p ected. Poage said he intends 
to insert it into the onmilHis 
farm bill within a few weeks. 
Senate aides, meanwhile, said 
a similar p rov ision p robably will 
be written into their farm bill on 
the Senate floor in early Ju ne.

The May 15 issu e of the 
Federal Register contains some 
new ru les for testing seed u nder 
the Federal Seed Act. They 
become effectiv e Ju ne 14. 
Most farmers don’t get a cop y 
of the Federal Register, bu t y ou 
can get a cop y of the new 
reg u lations w hich inv olv e 
changes in the size of seed sam­ 
p le and testing p rocedu res by 
writing to the Director, Grain 
Div ision, AMS, U.S. D ^artm ent 
of Agricu ltu re.

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Nixon Said Trying 
For Partial Cover up 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Democratic National Chairman 
Robert S. Strauss said Sunday 
President Nixon is attempting to 
justify a partial Watergate 
coverup on the pretext of protec- 
ting national security. 


But he added, "I think the 


public will understand the 
difference between 
national 


security and Nixon security." 


Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., 


,1 also disagreed with Nixon's new- 
-ly voiced statement that the 
- various Watergate investigations 
^threaten to uncover sensitive 
T national secrets. 


"One of the good things that's 


going on, if there is any good 
thing, is that I think it's going to 
show the people the dangers of 
secrecy, as well as the dangers of 
trying to blanket everything with 
the two words, 'national 
security'," Symington said. 


. 
Symington, acting chairman of 


•- the Senate Armed Services Com- 


mittee, said most of what the 
panel has uncovered in its recent 
investigations isn't related to 
national security at all. The com- 
mittee is probing links between 
government spies and the 
Watergate scandal. 


Nixon said Tuesday he had 


ordered limitations last year on 
the FBI's investigation of the 
Watergate affair to protect 
national security. He said pre- 
sent investigations by Congress 
and federal prosecutors threaten 


,-to uncover more national securi- 
ty secrets, including details of a 
1970 plan to use burglary for 
spying in the United States. 


Symington, who was the first 


to reveal the existence of that 
plan publicly, said he hopes it 
will be declassified soon. The 
plan had Nixon's approval for 
five days before it was aban- 


- doned at the objection of then 
*. FBI director J. Edgar Hoover, 
I who reportedly didn't want his 


agents engaging in illegal 
breakins. 


Strauss was interviewed on 


NBC's "Meet the Press;" 
Symington on CBS' "Face the 
Nation." 


Strauss was asked about 


Nixon's statements on national 
security and his attack Thursday 
on "those who steal secrets and 
publish 
them 
in 
the 


newspapers." Would these 
make it appear that Democrats 
critical of the Watergate scandal 
are attacking national security 
and defending Pentagon Papers 
defendants Daniel Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo? 


"I've noticed ... this cover 


he's attempted to wrap himself 
in, of national security," Strauss 
said. "There's a big difference 
... between national security 
and Nixon security." 


HE was asked, "Are you 


suggesting that the President ift 
now trying to justify at least a 
partial coverup of Watergate on 
the pretext of national 
security?" 


"Yes," he replied. "I'm saying 


that. "That's exactly what I'm 
saying." 


He then referred to Nixon's 


statement that he had been un- 
der a mistaken impression that 
the CIA was involved in the 
Watergate wiretapping, and that 
this was one reason he gave 
orders that the FBI not uncover 
secret operations of the CIA or 
the White House. 


"If he thought the CIA might 


have been involved in this, I'm 
saying all he had to do was pick 
up the phone and ask someone," 
Strauss said. "He didn't have to 
guess about it. I'm saying I don't 
think there was any reason to 
believe that they couldn't rely on 
the FBI." 


Strauss is a former FBI agent. 
Symington said at the outset of 


this interview that he still finds

it hard to believe that the Presi- 
dent wasn't aware that his aides 
were pressuring CIA officials to 
engage in a wider coverup than 
Nixon had ordered. 


Symington was asked 


specifically how he feels about 
impeaching Nixon. "I have no 
views on it," he said, "Based on 
the evidence I've seen, I certain- 
ly would not vote for it/' He also 
said he doubts that the House 
would vote for impeachment 
"based on this evidence." 


Strauss also declined to offer 


an opinion about possible im- 
peachment. He said Democrats 
ought to be sober and responsi- 
ble in the Watergate affair. 


Furthermore, Strauss said, the 


public wishes to believe that 
Nixon wasn't involved personal- 
ly in the scandal, and is more 
concerned about the current rise 
in prices than it is in the 
Watergate scandal. 


The New York Times and 


Time magazine reported over 
the weekend that David R. 
Young Jr., a former National 
Security Council aide and later a 
leader of the so-called 
"plumbers," the team that 
allegedly burglarized the office 
of Ellsberg's psychiatrist, has 
obtained immunity. 


Time said Young was 


"expected to tell whatever he 
knows about any leak-plugging 
operations that are related to the 
obstruction of the Watergate in- 
vestigation." 


The Times said Young 


received partial immunity from 
the grand jury May 16 and, ac- 
cording to informed sources, 
gave damaging testimony 
against Nixon's two former top 
White House aides, H.R. 
Haldeman, his chief of staff, and 
John D. Ehrlichman, his 
domestic affairs adviser. 


The Times cited a statement 


by Egil Krogh Jr., leader of the 
"plumbers," taking full respon- 
sibility for the break-in at 
Ellsberg's doctor's office and 
saying he acted without the 
knowledge or permission of any 
superior, which 
meant 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman. 


But, the Times said, "sources 


close to the investigation said 
that the prosecutors reached a 
different conclusion about the 
role of Mr. Haldeman and Mr. 
Ehrlichman in connection with 
the plumbers' team after 
hearing the grand jury testimony 
of Mr. Young." 


Details of Young's testimony 


could not be learned, the 
newspapers said, but it quoted 
one source as saying Young 
helped convince the prosecuting 
team that the White House was 
aware of the illegality oJF 
operations by E. Howard Hunt 
and G. Gordon Liddy, the 
Watergate break-in leaders, at 
the time they were being con- 
ducted.

That was the cry of the 


Memorial Day motorist on Sun- 
day as he found himself con- 
fronted with closed service 
stations and limited fuel 
supplies. 


As the holiday weekend wore 


on, an increasing number of gas 
station operators said they were 
affected by a lack of fuel. Many 
closed down for the holiday or 
simply limited the amount of gas 
per customer. 


The basic problem is that de- 


mand for gas has risen faster 
than production. There was no 
indication of an immediate 
nationwide shortage, however, 
and most drivers were able to 
find the gas they needed. It just 
took more looking than usual. 


"The problem for the average 


motorist is going to be turning 
into a station at the right place at 
the right time," said Gordon 
Larkin of the California Office of 
Emergency Services. "And I'm 
afraid right now, no one can tell 
him where that 'right' location is 
going to be. 


"Frankly, I think any motorist 


who lets his tank get below half 
full ... is foolish." 


The owner of a Columbus, 


Ohio, Gulf station said he had 
only high test gasoline left on 
Sunday. "I've already borrowed 
on next month's allocation." 
said Fred Hall, "but even so I 
figure we'll run out of high test 
by 9 p.m. tonight." 


Tom Berky, the owner of the 


B&B Standard Service Station in 
Miami started limiting sales on 
Friday — no more than $5 to a 
customer. Another Miami gas 


station owner said regular 
customers could purchase up to 
10 gallons during the weekend; 
all other drivers were limited to 
five gallons. 


The situation was better at 


national parks in Montana. 
"We've never had a shortage 
down here," said the operator of 
a service station at West 
Yellowstone.

Nixon Said 
For Partiai 


W ASHINGTON (A P) - 
Democratic National Chairman 
Robert S. Strauss said Sunday 
President Nixon is attempting to 
justify a partial Watergate 
roverup on the pretext of prtHec- 
ting national security. 
But he added, “ I think the 
public will understand the 
difference between national 
security and Nixon security.” 
Sen. Stuart Symington, G-Mo., 
also disagreed with Nixon’s new- 
*ly voiced statement that the 
- various Watergate investigations 
threaten to uncover sensitive 
national secrets. 
‘‘One of the good things that's 
going on, if there is any good 
thing, is that 1 think it's going to 
show the people the dangers of 
secrecy, as well as the dangers of 
trying to blanket everything with 
the two words, ‘national 
security',” Symington said. 
Symington, acting chairman of 
the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, said most of what the 
panel has uncovered in its recent 
investigations isn't related to 
national security at aU. The com­ 
mittee is probing links between 
government spies and the 
Watergate scandal. 
Nixon said Tuesday he had 
ordered limitations last year on 
the FB I’s investigation of the 
Watergate affair to protect 
national security. He said pre­ 
sent investigations by Congress 
and federal prosecutors threaten 
to uncover more national securi­ 
ty secrets, including details of a 
1970 plan to use burglary fcxr 
spying in the United States. 
^ vmington, who was the first 
to reveal the existence of that 
plan publicly, said he hopes it 
will be declassified soon. The 
plan had Nixixi's ai^ oval for 
live days before it was aban­ 
doned at the objection of then 
. FBI director J. Edgw Hoover, 
who reportedly didn't want his 


agents engaging in illegal 
breakins. 
Strauss was interviewed on 
NBC’s “ Meet the Press; ’ 
Symington on CBS’ “ Face the 
Nation.” 
Strauss was asked about 
Nixon’s statements on national 
security and his attack Thursday 
on "those vriio steal secrets and 
publish 
them 
in 
the 
newspapers.” Would these 
make it appear that Democrats 
critical of the Watergate scandal 
are attacking national security 
and defending Pentagon Papers 
defendants Iteniel ElLsberg and 
Anthony Russo? 
“ I’ve noticed ... this cover 
he's attempted to wrap himsetf 
in. of national security,” S^ usa 
said. “There’s a big (Ittfference 
... between national security 
and Nixon security.” 
HE was asked, ” Art you 
suggesting that the President is 
now trying to justify at least a 
partial coverup of Wateigate on 
the pretext of national 
security?" 
"Yes,” he replied. “ I’m saying 
that. ‘That’s exactly what I’m 
saying.” 
He then referred to Nixon’s 
statement that he had been un­ 
der a mistaken impression that 
the CIA was involved in the 
Watergate wiretapping, and that 
this was one reason he gave 
orders that the FBI not uncover 
secret operations of the CIA or 
the White House. 
‘If he thought the CIA might 
have been involved in this, I’m 
saying all be had to do was pick 
up the phone and ask someone,” 
Strauss said. “ He didn’t have to 
guess about it. I’m saying I don’t 
think there was any retton to 
believe that they couldn’t rely on 
the FBI. ” 


Strauss is a former FBI agent. 
Symington said at the outset of 
this interview that he still finds

Sym ington was asked 
specifically how he feels about 
impeachif^ Nixon. “ I have no 
viev^ on it,” he said, “ Based on 
the evidence I’ve seen, I certain­ 
ly would not vote for it.” He also 
said he doubts that the House 
would vote for impeachment 
“ based on this evidence.” 
Strauss also cteclined to offer 
an q)inion about possible im­ 
peachment. He said Democrats 
ought to be sober and responsi­ 
ble in the Watergate affair. 
Furthermore, Strauss said, the 
public wishea to believe that 
Nixon wasn’t Involved personal­ 
ly in the scandal, and is more 
concerned about the current rise 
in prices than it is in the 
Watergate scandal. 
The New York Times and 
Time magazine reported over 
the weekend that David R. 
Young Jr., a former National 
Security Council aide and later a 
leader of the so-called 
“ plumbers,” the team that 
allegedly burglarized the office 
of Ellsberg’s psychiatrist, has 
obtained immunity. 
Tim e said Young was 
“expected to tell whatever he 
knows about any leak-plugging 
operations that are related to the 
obstruction of the Watergate in­ 
vestigation.” 
The Times said Young 
received partial immunity from 
the grand jury May 16 and, ac­ 
cording to informed sources, 
gave damaging testimony 
against Nixon's two former top 
White House aides, H .R. 
Haldeman, his chief of staff, and 
John D. Ehrlichm an, his 
domestic affairs adv^ r. 
The Times cited a statement 
by Egil Krogh Jr., leader of the 
“plumbers, ” taking full respon­ 
sibility for the break-in at 
Ellsberg's doctor's office and 
saying he acted without the 
knowledge or permission of any 
superior, which meant 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman. 
But, the Times said, “sources 
close to the invlsUgidion said 
that the prosecutors reached a 
different conclusion about the 
role of Mr. Haldeman and Mr. 
Ehrlichman in connection with 
the plumbers’ team after 
hearing the grand jury testimony 
of Mr. Young.” 
Details of Young’s testimony 
could not be learned, the 
news{xip^ said, but it quoted 
one source as saying Young 
helped convince the prosecuting 
team that the White House was 
aware of the illegality ol 
operations by E. Howard Hunt 
and G. Gordon Liddy, the 
Watergate break-in leaders, at 
the time they were being con­ 
ducted.

Buddy, can you spare some 
gas? 
That was the cry of the 
Memorial Day motorist on Sun­ 
day as he found himself con­ 
fronted with closed service 
stations and lim ited fuel 
supplies. 
As the holiday weekend wore 
on, an increasii^ number of gas 
station operators said they were 
affected by a lack of fuel. Many 
closed down for the holiday or 
simply limited the amount of gas 
per cu.stomer. 
The l^ sic pn^ lem is that de­ 
mand for gas has risen faster 
than production. There was no 
indication of an immediate 
nationwide shortage, however, 
and most drivers were able to 
find the gas th^ needed. It just 
took more looking than usu^ . 
“The problem for the averse 
motorist is going to be turning 
into a station at the right place at 
the right time,” said Gordon 
Larkin of the California Office of 
Emergency Services. “ And I’m 
afraid right now, no one can tell 
him where that ‘right’ location is 
going to be. 
“ Frankly, 1 think any motorist 
who lets his tank get below half 
fu ll... is foolish.” 
The owner of a Columbus, 
Ohio, Gulf station said he had 
only high test gasoline left on 
Sunday. “ I’ve already borrowed 
on next month’s allocation.” 
said Fred Hall, “ but even so I 
figure we’ll run out of high test 
by 9 p.m. tonight.’’ 
Tom Berky, the owner of the 
B&B Standard Service Station in 
Miami started limiting sales on 
Friday — no more than $5 to a 
customer. Another Miami gas 


station owner said regular 
customers could purchase up to 
10 gallons during the weekend; 
all other drivers were limited to 
five pllons. 
The situation was better at 
national parks in Montana. 
“ We’ve never had a shortage 
down here,” said the operator of 
a service station at West 
Yellowstone. Another gas sta­ 
tion owner near Glacier National 
Park said he is on a quota from 
his supplier, but added: “ I’ve 
got all the gas 1 need, no 
problem. We’re open and we ran 
take care of them.”

Prince Astro Hoping To Overcome Ak 'Form' 


Challenges Remain 


Omaha — The faces are different, but the challenges, 


are still the same for John Maluvius. 


The veteran racing official is four-weeks into his first 


season as racing secretary at Ak-Sar-Ben after a 27-year 
association with Hollywood Park as chairman of that Los 
Angeles-area track's racing department. And he couldn't 
be happier. 


"The horsemen are more willing to enter their horses 


here," he noted. "They want to get in and run. Of course, 
with the shorter meet (Omaha's 55-days compared to 
Hollywood's 75-day campaigns) there's less chance for the 
horsemen to sit back and wait for an opening. Here they 
want to run as much as they can." 


It's predictable that in discussing Omaha, Maluvius 


reflects back to his more than a quarter-century at 
Hollywood Park, which appears to be headed towards 
leading the nation in both attendance and mutuel handle 
averages. 


"I never thought I'd see the day when there would 


have to be five entry clerks taking entries in the morning 
but that has happened here already on two or three oc- 
casions," he said. "We only used two at Hollywood." 


"There's really no .major difference between 


Hollywood and Ak-Sar-Ben. It still takes a lot of time to 
prepare a racing card," he said. "Perhaps, you have to 
spend a little more time because you have less horses, 
here." 


xNo Cougars' 


There are about 1,240 horses at Ak-Sar-Ben while 


between 1,400 and 1,500 were at Hollywood. That factor 
alone decreases the number of allowance-type races 
which generally attract the better horses. 


"Of course, we don't have the Cougars or the Bickers 


(two of the West's finest handicap competitors) here," he 
said. "With allowance races, you're dealing with a limited 
number of horses and even then you have primary and 
then secondary allowance horses." 


"The problem is with the owner who has the secon- 


dary horses. It's hard to open races to allow him to 
enter," he added. 


"You try to get enough races so that all kinds of 


horses have a chance to run," he said. "You can't please 
everyone and sometimes you will be a great racing 
secretary to one owner who's winning one year and a real 
bad one the next year when he's losing. It just depends on 
who you talk to and what success they're having." 


Maluvius said one of the first things he noticed when 


he arrived here in April was that the overall purses here 
higher at Ak-Sar-Ben than at Golden Gate Fields (near 
San Fransisco). 


This is actually Maluvius' second go-around in 


Omaha. He served as assistant racing secretary and 
placing judge during the 1937-38-39 racing seasons when 
J.J. Isadcson was general manager of Ak-Sar-Ben. Other 
stints in official capacities have come at Del Mar and Bay 
Meadows.

When the Omaha races end. Maluvius will take his 


place in the stewards' stand at Playfair in Spokane, Wash. 


"I found that when I was here in the 30s, it was a 


great place to work and it (Ak-Sar-Ben^ still is." he said. 
"I've liked it. although it's changed so much since I was 
here last in the racing secretary's office. ."

If he does, he may have little competition in 


Monday's Memorial Day feature, the $26,500 
King's Handicap at Ak-Sar-Ben. But if he con- 
tinues to perform as he has thus far here, he will 
be in serious trouble. 


That perplexiQg question is the cruk of the 


45th running of this middle-distance affair that 
last year was won by Sumie Ford's Peaceful 
Tom. 


Top-weighted, however, at 118 pounds by 


racing secretary John Maluvius is John D. 
King's Easter Hero. 


That 5-year-old gelding won his first start at 


Ak Sar-Ben in a mile and 70-yard test, which is 
the same distance as the King's Handicap. He 
shows one victory and two thirds in six outings 
for earnings of $7,575, but last year collected 
$63,025 for his Corpus Christi, Tex., owner. 


Prince Astro began this year as one of the top 


horses in the country. In fact, before the Ken- 
tucky Derby race on May 5, he had won more 
money than the eventual winner of the Ken- 
tucky Derby and Preakness, Secretana^ and 
also the speedy Shecky Greene, who set the early 
pace in the Kentucky Derby. 


The pride of C.L. Warner had won $75.451 on 


four wins and one second in six starts this'year 
at Oaklawn Park and Suntand Park. His major 
triumph was in the $57,450 Oaklawn Park Han- 
dicap. 


But at Ak-Sar-Ben, he finished fourth, beaten 


8'2-lengths by Beira in the Beef State Handicap 
over 6 furlongs on May 5. Then he tied fcr fifth 
on May 19 in the 6-furlong Ak-Sar-Ben Han- 
dicap. 


Nevertheless, he will carry second top-weight 


of 117 pounds as will Guitar Player, half of a 
Jack Van Berg — trained entry. 


Guitar Player has accumulated $35.605 this 


year on two victories, one second and one third 
at the Fair Grounds in New Orleans and 
Keeneland near Lexlrtgton. Ky. He will be 
making his first Omaha appearance. 


The other half of the Van Berg pair, Canadian 


Jeff, has one triumph and two seconds for 88,- 
135 this season. Making his first Omalia outing, 
he will carry 110 pounds. 


Ken Opstein has entered Mambrmo and 


Haveago as the low-weighted participants in the 
nine-horse contest 


Haveago. low-weighted at 108 pounds, closed 


rapidly in the Ak-Sar-Ben Handicap to earn 
third-place behind Beira and Stromvogel 


He has earned $10.184 on two seconds and two 


thirds in fixe runs this season.

Speedway. 


The weather forecast was 


anything but encouraging less 
than 24 hours before the 
scheduled start of the race. The 
weather was expected to be win- 


dy and to turn cooler with 
showers likely in the afternoon. 


Should the race be postponed, 


it would be held Tuesday, 
weather permitting. Only twice 
before, in 1915 and 1967, was it 
postponed. Six years ngo they 
ran 18 laps before showers 
halted the show, and it was 
resumed the next day with A. J. 
Foyt winning for the third time. 


The chase also was stopped 


due to rain in 1926 after 400 
miles and in 1950 after 345. when 
Johnnie Parsons was the winner 


Lured by the prospect of 


exceedingly dangerous wheel-to- 
wheel racing at speeds in excess 
of 190 miles per hour, the first 
seat's to go are located in 20 new 
VIP boxes constructed just off 
the speedway's second turn 


^These enclosed, air- 
conditioned suites sold for from 
$10,000 to $20,000 each. The ease 
with which they were gobbled 
up persuaded speedway owner 
Anton "Tony" Hulman for an- 
nounce that seat rates for the 
1974 event will be higher — a S10 
increase, for instance, in this 
year's $40 chair seats.

Phillips Hits

The lone holdout on broadcast row is Roone 


Arledge, president of A.B.C. Sports, who rarely 
agrees with his rivals on any issue. 


"Absolutely, it's news." Arledge said. 


"Sports is much more a major factor in 
American life than ever before, a larger factor 
in some areas than regular news programs. 


"Quite often regular journalism is called for 


— when you talk about anti-trust, amateurs ver- 
sus pros, Americans in international competi- 
tion. I think this is one of the shortcomings of 
sports broadcasting. 


"When you discuss trades or new stadiums 


or whether leagues should be allowed to merge, 
that borders on public policy. There is a respon- 
sibility to be objective and thorough. 


"We bought exclusive rights for the Olym- 


pics and all of a sudden (when the Arab 
terrorists struck) we in effect owned exclusive 
right to a fast-breaking news story. A few years 
ago there were demonstrations taking place at 
college football games we were televising." 


Curt Gowdy of N.B.C. calls himself a 


professional play-by-play broadcaster. 


"I'm a sports journalist. We were flooded 


with letters when we made a rules mistake in 
the N.C.A.A. (basketball* Tournament. If it's 
not journalism, why do people squawk about it? 
They're quick to nail you on little mistakes." 


Mel Allen, who announced for the New 


York Yankees for many years, also saw his job 
as that of a reporter. "You don't want to say 
anything that's not in the newspapers." he said. 


That's the rub, according to A.B.C.'s Howard 


Cosell. Coseil blames sportswriters as much as 
sportscasters for shielding athletes, teams and 
leagues from factual reporting. He points out 
that sportswriters helped create "an Alice in 
Wonderland World" for sports, and that some of 
them still accept travel and living expenses from 
teams. 


But Cosell's contempt for sportswriters' 


practices doesn't cloud his perception of what's 
wrong with his own business. 


"It's one of the tragedies of my industry." he 


said recently, "That on broadcasts on the local 
level over publicly-owned stations, team owners 
are allowed to name announcers. How dare the 
stations forfeit their right. It defies journalism. 


In William 0. Johnson's book. "Super Spec- 


tator and The Electric Lilliputians," Cosell calls 
the lack of journalism in sportscasting "a 
matter of moral corruption." 


It is a stealthy kind of corruption, hard to 


define, its source well-hidden from public view. 
It is a subtle force best described, perhaps, in 
the words of Red Barber, who was ultimately 
driven out of broadcasting by it. 


"It's done smoothly," Barber said. "It's 


done by a fellow in a nice gray suit, who sort of 
hints... There is a climate created in which you 
suddenly sense you had better direct your 
broadcast in a certain way." 


As long as the gray-suited men are in con- 


trol, the public will continue to hear sports 
broadcasts that distort the facts or leave them 
out altogether. Truth in sportscasting will con- 
tinue to be a rare commodity. 


The solution? Cosell's semi-serious sugges- 


tion is to free sportscasters from the'bonds that 
compromise them by allowing them to cover 
games without paying for rights. 


Since, as everyone involved acknowledges, 


the major sports leagues would collapse without 
their broadcast revenue, Cosell's ingenious solu- 
tion is likely to remain permanently fixed in its 
whimsical context. 


It remains for the Congress and the F.C.C. 


to decide whether sportscasters, like 
newscasters, should be made accountable for 
their utterances on the air or allowed to con- 
tinue as unregulated instruments of private in- 
terests.

Arledge. president of A.B.C. Sports, wh o rarely 
agrees with hi.s rivals on any is.suc 


“ Absolutely, it's news." Arledge said 
"Sport.s is much more a major factor in 
American life th an ever before, a larger factor 
in .some areas th an regular news programs, 


"Quite often regular journalism is called for 
~ wh en you talk about anti-trust, amateurs ver­ 
sus pros, Americans In international competi­ 
tion. I th ink th is is one of th e sh ortcomings of 
sports broadcasting. 


"Wh en you discuss trades or new stadiums 
or wh eth er leagues sh ould be allowed to merge, 
th at borders on public policy. Th ere is a respon­ 
sibility to be objective and th orough 
“ W'e bough t exclusive righ ts for th e Olym­ 
pics and all of a sudden (wh en th e Arab 
terrori.sts struck? we in effect owned exclusive 
righ t to a fast-breaking news story A few years 
ago th ere were demonstrations taking place at 
college football games we were televising." 


C’urt Gowdy of N.B.C. rails h imself a 
professional play-by-play broadcaster. 


" I ’m a sports journalist. We were flooded 
with letters wh en we made a rules misLike in 
th e N.C.A.A. (basketball? Tournament If it’s 
not journalism, wh y do people squawk about it'' 
Th ey're quick to nail you on little mistakes.' 
Mel Allen, wh o announced for th e New 
York Yankees for many years, also saw his job 
as th at of a reporter. "You don't want to .say 
anyth ing th at’s not in th e newspapers." he said. 


Th at’s th e rub, according to A.B.C.’s Howard 
( ’osell. Cosell blames sportswriters as much as 
sportseasters for sh ielding ath letes, teams and 
leagues from fartual reporting. He points out 
th at sportswriters h elped create “ an Alice in 
Wonderland World” for sports, and th at some of 
th em stUI ai*€ ept travel and living expenses from 
teams. 


But Cosell's contempt for sport.swriters’ 
practices doesn't cloud h is perception of wh at's 
wrong with h is own business 
" It’s one of th e tragedies of my Industt^," he 
said recently. “ Th at on broadcasts on th e local 
level over publicly-owned stations, team owners 
are allowed to name announcers. How dare th e 
stations forfeit th eir righ t. It defies journalism 


In William 0. Joh nson’s book. “ Super Spec­ 
tator and Th e Electric L illiputians,” Cosell calls 
th e lack of journalism in sportscasting “ a 
matter of moral corruption.” 


It is a stealth y kind of corruption, h ard to 
define, its source well-h idden from public view 
It is a subtle force best described, perhaps, in 
th e words of Red Barber, wh o was ultimately 
driven out of broadcasting by it. 
"It's done smooth ly." Barber .said. " It’s 
done by a fellow in a nice gray suit, wh o sort of 
h ints .. Th ere is a climate created in wh ich you 
suddenly sense you had better direct your 
broadcast in a certain way." 


As long as th e gray-suited men arc in con­ 
trol, th e public will continue to h ear sports 
broadcasts th at distort th e facts or leave th em 
out altogeth er. Truth in sportscasting will con­ 
tinue to be a rare rom m ^ity. 


Th e solution*' Cosell's semi-serious sugges­ 
tion is to free sportscasters from th e bonds th at 
compromise th em by allowing th em to cover 
games with out paying for righ ts 
Since, as everyone involved acknowledges, 
th e major sports leagues would collapse with out 
th eir broadcast revenue. Cosell's ingenious solu­ 
tion is likely to remain permanently fixed in its 
wh imsical context. 
It remains for th e Congress and th e F.C.C. 
to decide wh eth er sportscasters. like 
newscasters, sh ould be made accountable for 
th eir utterances on th e air or allowed to con­ 
tinue as unregulated instruments of private in­ 
terests.

LONDON (AP) — Disgraced 


air force minister Lord Lambton 
prepared on Sunday to resign 
from Parliament and a major 
news agency reported that 
Prime Minister Edward Heath 
has been told the name of a third 
minister who may be involved in 
Britain's high-society sex scan- 
dal. 


Lambton. 50, indicated he in- 


tended to withdraw completely 
trom public life He told Conser- 
vative party leaders in his 
Berwick-on-Tweed constituency 
that he would quit Parliament as 
soon as possible. 


The latest word on a third 


minister's involvement came 
from the Press Association, 
Britain's main domestic news 
agency. "Mr. Heath now knows 
the name of a third minister who 
is alleged to figure in the call 


girls scandal," it said. 


There were previous news 


reports of an unnamed "third 
man" in the case. 


Heath was spending the 


weekend at Chequers, his coun- 
try home near London. He held 
an unexpected 
hour-long 


meeting with Home Secretary 
Robert Carr .and the attorney 
general. Sir Peter Rawunson, to 
discuss the matter. 


The name of a third minister 


apparently arose during discus- 
sion of an inquiry into possible 
breaches of national security. 
Scotland Yard said it would in- 
vestigate the latest claim. 
Besides Lambton, the scandal 
already has prompted the 
resignation of Lord Jellicoe, the 
55-year-old government leader in 
the House of Lords.

Medical Doctors 
Eye Unionization 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Stanley Berkowitz carries a, un- 
ion card, number 1501, on 'the 
job nowadays. He otten spends 
time organizing and helps 
negotiate contracts for his fellow 
workers. He is a doctor 


Berkowitz, 46, a San Francisco 


proctologist, is one of a growing 
number of physicians and den- 
tists adopting big labor tactics to 
deal with what they say is third 
party mterfrence by government 
agencies and large insurance 
companies 


Such a move would have been 


regarded as beneath medical 
dignity only a few years ago. 
Today, it is a subject of hot 
debate within the medical 
profession. 


Doctors who favor unioniza- 


tion say that only through collec- 
tive bargaining can they protect 
their professional and economic 
security against third parties, 
which now pay two-thirds of the 
nation's medical bills. 


Some who oppose the idea 


argue that although doctors 
would gain some temporary 
bargaining power, they would 
end up losing prestige, influence 
and income. 


Oi the 350.000 doctors prac- 


ticing medicine in the United 
States, only a small number, es- 
timated variously between 
10.000 and 25,000 belong to some 
form of union, guild or federa- 
tion 


Despite opposition, including 


that from the American Medical 
Association, the concept is 
spreading. 


Dr John L Holmes, a Las 


Vegas general 
practitioner, 


founded the Nevada Physicians 
Union a year ago and affiliated 
as Local 676 with the Service 
Employees International Union, 
AFL-dO. Since then seven more 
locals have been charted in six 
other states with nearly 2.000 
rank-and-file physicians 


"I can't readily be subjected 


to the same type of controls that 
one would find in an assembly 
line operation." says Holmes. 
"The whole issue is the govern- 
ment, the insurance companies, 
the other third party people who 
are interfering in the license to 
practice medicine. 


"If you want to translate this 


to the vernacular of the labor 
movement, what we're in- 
terested in is our working con- 
ditions," he said. 


Last September, Local 676 


negotiated \\ith a private Las 
Vegas hospital what was 
believed to be the first collective 
bargaining agreement on behalf 
ot physicians in private practice. 
The contract set torth wages ($50 
an hour), hours and working con- 
ditions, barred strikes and gave 
the physicians final say on 
hospital care 


A recent national survey by 


the magazine Medical Opinion 
detected 
"a real and un- 


expectedly militant mood tor 
some form of physician's guild 
or union" in the face of impen- 
ding changes in medical practice 
such as a national health in- 
surance program 


Three ol every five doctors 


said the> would join a union and 
"a 
significant number of 


American 
doctors —perhaps 


more than half—would strike." 
the maga/.me reported 


Holmes asserted that his union 


would never deny medical care 
to a patient. There are other 
weapons for tying up ad- 
ministrative machinery, he said, 
such as refusing to fill out the 
forms, required by Medicare 


"We want quality care for the 


patient at a reasonable level of 
recompense and third parties 
are mainly cost accounting 
rather than being interested in 
quality care. ' said Berkowitz. 
uco president ot the I'mon ot 
American Physicians in San 
Francisco 


The San Francisco group and 


fiu> other unions claiming to 
represent 8.000 physicians and 
dentists became charter 
members in January of the 
A m e r i c a n Federation of 
Physicians and 
Dentists—a 


national union whose goal is to 


"represent physicians 
more 


forcefully in socioeconomic af- 
fairs " 


Several other medical unions 


with about 15.000 members are 
considering affiliation. 


The Committee of Interns and 


Residents in New York City was 
founded in 1957 and now claims 
more than 4.000 members. 
Similar organizations have been 
established in several major 
cities, 
among 
them 


Philadelphia. Los Angeles and 
Chicago, to bargain collectively 
with hospitals in behalf of house 
staffs. 


The Michigan Supreme Court 


recently upheld a three-year 
fight by the University of 
Michigan 
Interns-Residents 


Association to be recognized as 
the bargaining agent for its 650 
members at the university's 
three hospitals. 


In an interview with the 


magazine Medical Economics. 
AFL-CIO organizing director 
William Kircher said when asked 
if the house of labor would try to 
organize- physicians: 


"I can't see us taking the in- 


itiative. If doctors feel they 
should form a union and come to 
us for advice and assistance, 
we'll give it to them." 


The AMA contends the doc- 


tors run the risk of prosecution 
under antitrust laws by banding 
together against the government 
and other third parties to fix 
fees This argument may even- 
tually be settled by the courts. 


On the issue of physicians' un- 


ions, the AMA's board of 
trustees adopted a report April 
21 saying that while physicians 
are entitled to join unions they 
can best achieve their 
professional and economic goals 
"through carefully planned ac- 
tion programs of the American 
Medical Association and its con- 
stituent 
and component 


societies."

Dirty Campaigning Hits 
New Low In '72 —Report 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dirty 


campaigning, in 1972 hit a new 
low, 
with Watergate a con- 


spiracy to make a mockery of 
self-government, a Fair Cam- 
paign Practices Committee 
report says. 


Voter apathy may be part of 


the reason for "the political 
sewage of 1972," it says. 


The report, released Sunday, 


.said President Nixon has 
suggested the Watergate affair is 
"only the latest example of the 
kind of shady tactics that 
politicians on all sides have been 
using more and more in recent 
years." 


The report said. "A list of un- 


ethical and-or illegal campaign 
practices which have been 
associated with the break-in at 
the Democratic National Com- 
mittee offices at Watergate ... 
includes theft of campaign 
documents, 
electronic- 


eavesdropping ... falsification 
oi letters and advertisements, 
stacking of polls ... spying on 
opponents, and attempts to 
cover-up, apparent crimes. 


"In nearly 20 years ot studying 


the political process, the Fair 
Campaign Practices Committee 
has uncovered no campaign tac- 
tics comparable in extent or in

"The sordid scandal called the 


Watergate affair is not simply 
more of the same tactics which 
have made 'polities' a dirty 
word. 


"It is a conscious conspiracy to 


violate laws, to manipulate 
voters, and to make a mockery 
of the democratic system of self- 
government." 


The report said that a warning 


by committee chairman Charles 
P. Taft of Cincinnati that 1972 
campaigning would be the dir- 
tiest in recent years proved to be 
true. 


It said the committee receives 


an average of 67 annual com- 
plaints but in 1972 there were 80. 


Taft gave two possible reasons 


for the increase. 


"First, this appears to be the 


years (1972) of the Great Stamp 
Robbery ... the committee has 
received more complaints about 
members of Congress abusing 
their free mailing privilege than 
we received throughout the en- 
tire campaign period in previous 
years. 


"Second, this means to be a 


negative year, with many can- 
didates attacking their op- 
ponents' positions instead of 
taking a positive stand on the 
issues. A negative attack in a 
close race most often results in 
dirty politics," he said. 


The report also cited the Civil 


Service Commission report that 
complaints about federal 
employes violating the Hatch 
Act were one-third higher than 
in 1968... and complaints about 
state and local employes 
violating laws against partisan 
political activity had nearly 
doubled. 


In addition, the report said the 


Federal Communications Com- 
mission reported that one week 
before 1972 election day it had 
received more than 10 times the 
number of complaints about 
violation of requirements 
for 


equal time in political coverage 
and for fairness in reporting 
comtroversial issues than had 
been received during the com- 
parable period in 1968. 


"The increase in complaints 


about campaign violations seems 
surprising in a year when 
pollsters and pundits were 
reporting voter apathy, but that 


apathy may be part of the reason 
for the political sewage of 1972. 
When the public is apathetic, 
some candidates become shrill 
trying to get the voter's atten- 
tion," the report said. 


"Even if the polls indicate the 


candidate is sure to win, his 
campaign apparatus may mount 
an all-out drive to get the atten- 
tion of the unconcerned voters 
and guarantee a landslide vic- 
tory," the report said. 


The committee is a private, 


non-partisan organization. It 
receives complaints of violations 
of the 20-year-old Code of Fair 
Campaign Practices traditionally 
subscribed to by political leaders 
and many candidates.

Eye Unionization 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - 
Stanley Berkowitz carries a, un­ 
ion card, number 1501. on the 
|ob nowadays. He often spends 
time organizing and helps 
negotiate contracts for his fellow 
workers He is a doctor. 
Berkowitz. 46. a San E’rancisco 
proctologist, is one of a growing 
number of physicians and den­ 
tists adopting big labor tactics to 
deal with what they say is third 
party interfrence by government 
agencies and large insurance 
companies 
Such a move would have been 
regarded as beneath medical 
dignity only a few years ago. 
Today, it is a subject ot hot 
debate within the medical 
profession. 
Doctors who favor unioniza­ 
tion say that only through collec­ 
tive bargaining can they protect 
their professional and economic 
security against third parties, 
which now pay two-thirds ot the 
nation s medical bills. 
Some who oppose the idea 
argue that although doctors 
would gam some temporary 
bargaining power, they would 
end up losing prestige, influence 
and income. 
Ot the 350,000 doctors prac­ 
ticing medicine in the United 
States, only a small number, e.s- 
timated variously between 
10.0(H) and 25,000 belong to some 
form of union, guild or federa­ 
tion. 
Despite opposition, including 
that from the American Medical 
Association, the concept is 
spreading. 
Dr John L. Holmes, a Las 
Vegas general practitioner, 
founded the Nevada Physicians 
Union a year ago and affiliated 
as Local 676 with the Serxice 
Employees International Union. 
AFL-CIO. Since then seven more 
locals have been charted in six 
other states with nearly 2.000 
rank-and-file physicians. 
"I can’t readily be subjected 
to the same type of controls that 
one would find in an assembly 
line operation. " says Holmes. 
"The whole issue is the govern­ 
ment. the insurance companies, 
the other third party people who 
are interfering in the license to 
practice medicine. 
"It you want to translate this 
to the vernacular of the labor 
movement, what we're in­ 
terested in is our working con­ 
ditions. ” he said. 
Last September. Local 676 
negotiated with a private Las 
Vegas hospital what was 
believed to be the first collective 
bargaining agreement on behalf 
ot physicians in private practice. 
The contract set forth wages ($50 
an hour), hours and working con­ 
ditions. barred strikes and gave 
the physicians final say on 
hospital care. 
A recent national survey by 
the magazine Medical Opinion 
detected "a real and un­ 
expectedly militant mood for 
some form of physician’s guild 
or union" in the face of impen­ 
ding changes in medical practice 
such as a national health in­ 
surance program. 
Three of every five doctors 
said they would join a union and 
"a significant number of 
American 
doctors—perhaps 
more than half—would strike," 
the magazine reported. 
Holmes asserted that his union 
would never deny medical care 
to a patient. There are other 
weapons for tying up ad­ 
ministrative machinery, he said, 
such as refusing to fill out the 
forms required by .Medicare. 
"We want quality care for the 
patient at a reasonable level of 
recompense and third parties 
are mainly cost accounting 
rather than being interested in 
quality care. " .said Berkowitz. 
vice president ot the Union ot 
American Physicians in San 
Francisco. 
Ttie San Francisco group and 
five other unions claiming to 
represent 8.000 physicians and 
dentists became charter 
members in January of the 
American Federation of 
Physicians and Dentists—a 
national union whose goal is to 


"represent physicians more 
forcefully in socioeconomic af­ 
fairs. ’ 
Several other medical unions 
with about 15.000 members are 
considering affiliation. 
The ('ommittee of Interns and 
Residents in New York City was 
founded in 1957 and now claims 
more than 4.000 members. 
Similar organizations have been 
established in several major 
cities, 
among 
them 
Philadelphia. Los Angeles and 
Chicago, to bargain collectively 
with hospitals in behalf of house 
staffs. 
The Michigan Supreme Court 
recently upheld a three-year 
tight by the University of 
Michigan 
Interns-Residents 
Association to be recognized as 
the bargaining agent for its 650 
members at the university’s 
three hospitals. 
In an interview with the 
magazine Medical Economics. 
AFL-CIO organizing director 
William Kircher said when asked 
if the house of labor would try to 
organize physicians: 
"Í can’t see us taking the in­ 
itiative. If doctors feel they 
should form a union and come to 
us for advice and assistance, 
we'll give it to them." 
The AMA contends the doc­ 
tors run the risk of prosecution 
under antitrust laws by banding 
together against the government 
and other third parties to fix 
fees. This argument may even­ 
tually be settied by the courts. 
On the issue of physicians’ un­ 
ions. the AMA's' board of 
trustees adopted a report April 
21 saying that while physicians 
are entitled to join unions they 
can best achieve their 
professional and economic goals 
"through carefully planned ac­ 
tion programs of the American 
Medical Association and its con- 
stituent and component 
societies '

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Sources Say Fensterwald 
Untruthful In 1960s Probe 


( 


Los Angeles — Bernard 


Fensterwald Jr.. attorney for 
James W. McCord Jr.. the con- 
victed Watergate burglar and 
conspirator, made 
false 


statements and false im- 
plications during his questioning 
of a key witness while serving as 
counsel to a Senate subcom- 
mittee investigating electronic 
snooping in the mid-1960's, 
sources close to that investiga- 
tion said Sunday. 


The sources, some of whom 


are government investigators 
with firsthand knowledge of the 
m;mner in which Fensterwald 
conducted the inquiry, also said 
he had helped to suppress 
evidence that had been available 
to the subcommittee and had 
been particularly relevant to the 
inquiry. 


Fensterwald, in a telephone 


interview Sunday, said he had no 
clear recollection of the matter. 


Fensterwald. who appeared 


two months ago as McCord's 
counsel, is no stranger to the 
type of wiretapping activity that 
led to McCord's conviction last 
January in 
Federal District 


Court for conspiracy, burglary 
and eavesdropping in connection 
with the break-in last June at the 
offices of the Democratic 
National Committee in the 
Watergate complex. 


Neither is he a stranger to the 


excitement of sensational Senate 
hearings like the one now being 
conducted by the Senate 
Watergate Committee. 


In the mid-1960s, as counsel to 


the late Sen. Edward V. Long's 
subcommittee on administrative 
practice 
and procedure, 


Fensterwald orchestrated a 
highly publicized inquiry into 
allegations of illegal electronic 
surveillance practiced by govern- 
ment investigative agencies. 


The subcommittee attempted. 


in a series of hearings, to 
Demonstrate that the use of elec- 
tronic snooping devices had 
produced widespread violations 
of citizens' privacy. 


The subcommittee held locally 


televised hearings in Kansas Ci- 
ty. Mo., in October 1965. The 
sources said a private detective 
had been prevented from 
testifying while Fensterwald, in 
questioning a special agent of 


^the Internal Revenue Service, 
"said a statement the detective 


gave to the subcommittee before 
the hearings started con- 


tradicted the agent's testimony. 


In fact, the detective's state- 


ment corroborated what the 
agent said, according to the 
sources. 


The detective. Basil Lee Ran- 


dall, was never allowed to 
testify, although he made 
repeated efforts to appear, and 
his statement was never entered 
in the subcommittee's record, 
the sources said. 
Randall 


received a summons but, at the 
last minute, the subcommittee 
staff member who had taken his 
statement two months before 
notified him not to answer the 
summons. 


The sources reported that the 


detective had been at his home 
in Kansas City watching the 
proceedings on television when 
he saw Fensterwald and Long, 
D-Mo.. try to develop what he 
later described as "untruthful 
evidence" involving him. 


Threat 


The sources said Randall had 


heard Fensterwald tell the 
agent, Everett W. Trost, that 
Randall was sick and unable to 
testify. However, when Randall 
tried to get in touch with the 
agent and assure him he was not 
sick and had earlier backed up 
the agent's testimony in a state- 
ment. Long threatened the agent 
with a contempt citation if he 
returned Randall's 
telephone 


message. 


The senator, who died last 


year, was once asked by a 
reporter about the matter and 
replied: 


"I don't think it would gain 


either one of us anything to dis- 
cuss it any further." 


The Kansas City hearings were 


built around the conviction for 
income tax evasion of William 
M. Canaday, former chief of 
operations for the Kansas City 
Police Department. At the time 
of the hearings, the case was on 
appeal before the 8th U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. 


Among the assertions in the 


appeal was that the IRS had ob- 
tained evidence through unlaw- 
ful and unreasonable invasion of 
Canaday's privacy by the use of 
wiretapping. 
The appellate 


court in January 1966 upheld the 
conviction. 


During the IRS investigation 


of Canaday. Randall furnished 
information to Trost and other 
agents. Randall at one time in- 
vestigated Canaday for a non- 


governmental client. 


Observation 


"All of the information and 


leads I furnished were from my 
personal observations," Randall 
later said in an affidavit given to 
federal agents. At no time, ac- 
eordingto the affidavit, did Ran- 
dall furnish information about 
Canaday that had been obtained 
with wiretaps or "bugs." 


"Because I have a knowledge 


of admissible evidence, I careful- 
ly avoided furnishing any such 
information I might have had to 
Trost or any other agent," Ran- 
dall said in his affidavit. 


"I don't have any clear 


recollection of it," Fensterwald 
said. "I would have to go back 
and look at the files. 
I 


remember the Canaday case. I 
remember the hearings, and I 
remember Randall. 
But I'm 


afraid I can't help you any 
further than that. Randall was 
just one of hundreds of people 
contacted by the subcommittee. 
I don't remember the details. It 
was a long time ago."

Reacf/on To Watergate 
Regarded As Excessive

The dragging of feet in regard 


to Watergate until recently has 
resulted in putting the burglary 
and surveillance out of perspec- 
tive. 


No decent person condones 


violence, lawlessness and pollu- 
tion of the political stream. The 
guilty, of course, should be 
punished. The cover up of the 
higher ups is deplorable. But the 
country is strong enough to sur- 
vive the upheaval. The guilt of 
the culpable should not be 
minimized, but the hysteria has 
been excessive. 


When the late General 


Eisenhower as President was 
the topmost contemporary new- 
sowrthy personality, the public- 
went into shock over his first 
heart attack. With the stock 
market in panic, the American 
Broadcastng Corporation invited 
me to appear on that distressing 
day to appraise the collapse of 
stock prices. I felt that in the 
emotionalism of the day the 
significance of the obvious had 
been overlooked. My message 
accordingly was that the Mure 
of individual stock prices would 
depend on the earnings and 
prospects of corporations — not 
on the heart ticks of any per- 
sonality. 


In interludes of extremism, it 


is well to recall the aphorism of 
John Hancock, one time a 
Lehman Brothers partner, who 
remarked: "There are times in 
Wall Street when all good news 
is thrown into the waste basket, 
and other times when all bad 
news is ignored." 


Amidst popular excitement, it 


is helpful to keep in mind the 
lessons of history. The 
Rothschild's didn't build their 
family fortune by rushing into 
the market in times of overop- 
timism to compete with suckers 
in bidding for overexploited 
securities. On the 
contrary, 


during the French Revolution 
when the streets of Paris were 
running with blood, and 
frightened people were dumping 
government bonds (rentes) on 
the market for whatever they 
would bring, the Rothschilds 
were buying. 


In his classic book. "Memoirs 


of Extraordinary 
Popular 


Delusions and the Madness of 
Crowds." Charles Mackay 
observed: "In reading the 
history of nations, we find that, 
like individuals, they have their 
whims and their peculiarities

their seasons of excitement and 
recklessness, when they care not 
what they do. 


"We find that whole com- 


munities suddenly fix their 
minds upon one object, and go 
mad in its pursuit; that millions 
of people become simultaneous- 
ly impressed with one delusion, 
and run after it, till their atten- 
tion is caught by some folly more 
captivating than the first. 


"... Men, it has been well 


said, think in herds; it will be 
seen that they go mad in herds, 
while they only recover their 
senses slowly, and one by one." 


In these times of thin markets 


devoid of venturesome bidders 
for corporate shares, the trend 
has grown out of the fears of the 
sellers. Accordingly, it may not 
be prudent to shrink from risk 
taking after the deluge. Since the 
turning point is always a matter 
of guesswork, the prudent try to 
hedge against the fallibility of 
their own judgment of such 
devices as "dollar averaging" in 
prime issues on the way down, 
reserving a portion of buying 
power 
to meet 
f u t u r e 


vicissitudes. 


Bad as the Watergate mess is. 


it is only an incident in the life of 
the Republic. If it sharpens the 
public demand for political 
reform, it may indeed have a 
silver lining.

"The sordid scandal called the 
Watmiatc affair ks not simply 
more of the same tactics which 
have made ‘politics’ a dirty 
word, 
"It is a conscious conspiracy to 
violate laws, to manipulate 
voters, and to make a mockery 
of the democratic system of self- 
government." 
The report said that a warning 
by committee chairman Charles 
P. Taft of Cincinnati that 1972 
campaigning would be the dir­ 
tiest in recent years proved to be 
true. 
It .said the committee receives 
an average of 67 annual com­ 
plaints but in 1972 there were 80. 
Taft gave two passible reasons 
for the increase. 
“ First, this appears to be the 
years (1972) of the Great Stamp 
Robbery . . . the committee has 
received more complaints about 
members of Congress abusing 
their free mailing privilege than 
we received throughout the en­ 
tire campaign period in previous 
years. 
"Second, this means to be a 
negative year, with many can­ 
didates 
attacking their op­ 
ponents’ positions instead of 
taking a positive stand on the 
issues. A negative attack in a 
close race most often results in 
dirty politics,” he .said. 
The report also cited the Civil 
Service Commission report that 
complaints about federal 
employes violating the Hatch 
Act were one-third higher than 
in 1968 . . . and complaints about 
state and local employes 
violating laws against partisan 
political activity had nearly 
doubled. 
In addition, the report said the 
Federal Communk-ations Com­ 
mission reported that one week 
before 1972 election day it had 
received more than 10 times the 
number of complaints about 
violation of requirements for 
t*qual time in political coverage 
and for fairness in reporting 
comtroversial issues than had 
been received during the com­ 
parable period in 19 ^. 
"The increase in complaints 
about campaign violations seems 
surprising in a year when 
pollsters and pundits were 
reporting voter apathy, but that 


apathy may be part of the reason 
for the political sewage (rf 1972. 
When the public is apathetic, 
some candidates become shrill 
trying to get the voter’s atten­ 
tion," the report said. 
"Even if the polls indicate the 
candidate is sure to win, his 
campaign apparatus may mount 
an all-out drive to get the atten­ 
tion of the unconcerned voters 
and guarantee a landslide vic­ 
tory," the report said. 
The committee is a private, 
non-partisan organization. It 
receives complaints of violations 
of the 20-year-old Code of Fair 
Campaign Practices traditionally 
subscribed to by political leaders 
and many candi(iates.

Watches 
Are Stolen; 
Two Jailed 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP)—Two

The dragging of feet in regard 
to Watergate until recently has 
resulted in putting the burglary 
and surveillance out of perspec­ 
tive. 


No decent person condones 
violence, lawlessness and pollu­ 
tion of the political stream. The 
guilty, of course, should be 
punished. The cover up of the 
higher ups is deplorable. But the 
country is strong enough to sur­ 
vive the upheaval. The guilt of 
the culpable should not be 
minimized, but the hysteria has 
been excessive. 


When the late General 
Eisenhower as President was 
the topmost contemporain new- 
sowrthy personality, the public 
went into shock over his first 
heart attack. With the stock 
market in panic, the American 
Broadcastng Corporation invited 
me to appear on that distressing 
day to appraise the collapse of 
stock prices I felt that in the 
emotionalism of the day the 
significance of the obvious had 
been overlooked. My message 
accordingly was that the future 
of individual stock prices would 
depend on the earnings and 
prospects of corporations — not 
on the heart ticks of any per­ 
sonality. 
In interludes of extremism, it 
is well to recall the aphorism of 
John Hancock, one time a 
Lehman Brothers partner, who 
remarked: "There are times ui 
Wall Street when all good news 
is thrown into the waste basket, 
and other times when all bad 
news is ignored” 


Amidst popular excitement, it 
is helpful to keep in mind the 
lessons of history. The 
Rothschild’s didn’t build their 
family fortune by rushing into 
the market in times of overop­ 
timism to compete with suckers 
in bidding for overexploited 
securities. On the contrary, 
during the French Revolution 
when the streets of Paris were 
running with blood and 
frightened people were dumping 
government bonds (rentes) on 
the market for whatever they 
would bring, the Rothschilds 
were buying. 


In his classic book. "Memoirs 
of Extraordinary Popular 
Delusions and the Madness of 
Crowds.” Charles Mackay 
observed; "In reading the 
history of nations, we find that, 
like individuals, they have their 
whims and their peculiarities

their seasons of excitement and 
recklessness, when they care not 
what they do 
"We find that whole com­ 
munities suddenly fix their 
minds upon one object, and go 
mad in its pursuit; that millions 
of people become simultaneous­ 
ly impressed with one delusion, 
and run after it. till their atten­ 
tion is caught by some folly more 
captivating than the first. 


” ... Men, it has been well 
said, tbink in berds; it will be 
seen that they go mad in herds, 
while they only recover their 
senses slowly, and one by one.” 


In these times of thin markets 
devoid of venturesome bidders 
for corporate shares, the trend 
has grown out of the fears of the 
sellers. Accordingly, it may not 
be prudent to shrink from risk 
taking after the deluge. Since the 
turning point is always a matter 
of guesswork, the prudent try to 
hedge against the fallibility of 
their own judgment of such 
devices as "dollar averaging" in 
prime issues on the way down, 
resening a portion of buying 
power to meet future 
vicissitudes. 
Bad as the Watergate mess is. 
it is only an incident in the life of 
the Republic. If it sharpens the 
public demand for political 
reform, it may indeed have a 
silver lining.
